Roy Anderson, an ac q u ain tan ce of 
the leaders of the bandits who has 
gone into the area unofficially r e p re­ 
senting the Chinese government and 
foreign legations. 
Diplomats are meeting today to de­ 
cide what steps are to lie ta k en re­ 
ga rd in g the bandits demand for $1,- 
000,000 ransom and other tributes. 
T h e diplomats regard the k id n a p ­ 
ing as tile most serious event since 
the 
Boxer rebellion. 
The bandits 
are believed to be demobilized sol 
diers. 
It is reported th a t they de­ 
mand reinstatem ent to their former 
positions and will release the cap­ 
tives after the Chinese government 
agrees to take them hack. 
F u rt h e r 
ieports concerning tn e shooting of 
tw'o Americans and one E nglishm an 
could not be obtained. 
The 
tele­ 
graph lines to the area are being 
monopolized by the government send­ 
ing orders to troops.

Believed All Women Released 
It is now believed t h a t

Anderson, who had departed for 
Lin Cheng to sturt negotiations with

cate task. 
Although he is acting u n ­ 
officially, he has the confidence of 
the government and of the foreign 
legations. 
His messages are to be 
given priority on the telegraph lines 
so he can keep constantly in com­ 
munication with Pekin. 
The Chinese government still lack 
any dependable official advice from 
the scene because of the unreliability 
of the native investigators and mes­ 
sengers.

Storms and cold 
waves that interrupted sprin g crop 
planting in a dozen states and reach­ 
ed a blizzard in intensity in parts 
of the north west, swept the midwest 
today. 
Several inches of snow was re p o rt­ 
ed from central Wisconsin. 
Snow al­ 
so fell as far south as Springfield, 
Illinois and Waterloo, Iowa. 
T em p eratu re in Milwaukee drop­ 
ped 35 degrees in a few hours.
